A PROSECUTION. 


Julianstown Court on September ó 
Themas Dowling was prosecuted by him 
(witness) for breaking and entering the 
house of Patrick Malone with intent to com- 
mii a felony. Patrick Malone was a witness 
for the State. Patrick Malone's house was 
about 150 yards from Ardcath Chapel. 

On the same evening witness saw a heap 
of ashes of burned hay in the baggard ol 
Maloney. Maloney s house was about seventy 
vards from Malone's house and about a 
cuarter of a mile from the house where 
Dowling resided. Witness saw in Walshe's 
haggard ashes of what appeared to have 
been a cock of hav. 

Procevding, witness said that while wait 
ing for the court that day, in consequence 
of a message received, he went to the de 
fendant, who asked that the statement le 
made he read over to him. When this was 
done, and when he was cautioned in the 
usual way, he said: ‘‘I want to say I burned 
the hav.” When he (witness) referred to 
the chapel, defendant said: ‘‘I did that, too: 
I was put up to do it. I did not know what 
I was doing at the time. I put Malone's 
thatch on fire also.” Defendant then signed 
the statement. 

The defendant, who was not professionally 
represented, declined to cross-examine. 

Detective Officer De Lappe, Navan, deposed 
that he assisted at the investigation of the 
burning of the hav at Ardcath. He saw 
Thomas Dowling there, who said that he 
saw footprints the night before from the 
light of the burning hay leading from the 
haggard to a field behind Walshe’s house 
and towards the. Ardcath road. Witness 
looked for the footprints at the place in 
dicated, but could not find anv. When told 
this, Dowling said that. the horses, frightened 
with the fire, must have destroyed the marks. 
Witness examined the place again, and could 
only see the track of one horse. 

Defendant did not cross-examine. 

Superintendent Kelly said that was 
all the evidence he had to give that dav. 
There were other investigations to he made. 
and he would apply for a further remand. 
Owing to the seriousness of the case he would 
have {Oo Oppose hail.

T yesterday's meeting of the Clare 
A County Board of Health a letter was

The 
board had paid the substitute for four weeks, 
and payment for the three days overstayed 
by Mr. Markham had been stopped out of 
Mr. Markham’s salary, and also paid to the 
substitute. 


A MONTH’S HOLIDAY. 

Mr. Markham’'s reply to this point was 
that he had applied for one month's holidays, 
not four weeks, and his application had been 
granted by the board, and sanctioned by the 
Free State Local Government Department. 

The Secretary repeated that four weeks was 
the term laid down by the regulations, and 
if Mr. Markham wanted to make a month 
out of the term the only month that wonld 
suit him was the month of February. in which 
there was twenty-eight days, or four even 
weeks. 

The Chairman said that Mr. Markham's 
application for a refund would be refused. In 
addition, he would make an order that. in 
future Mr. Markham be granted his annual 
holidays in the month of February. . 

The order was made, and the Chairman 
remarked that even if Mr. Markham _ssuc- 
ceeded in inducing members of the board to 
change their mind, they would not be able to 
do so without notice of motion to upset his 
order.

Trapped In 
Blazing 
Bog. 
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Old Man Burned 
To Death.

! KELLS, Friday. 
N old man, Brian McCormack (84). ‘was 
A burned to death in the bog at Cham- 
berlainstown, situate about midway 
hetween Kelis and Athboy. County Meath. 
vesterday. The deceased man lived in a 
small holding on the edge of the bog. It 
appears that he went out alone to cut 
' scraughs '” of turf on the bog, and set the 
heather on fire to clear it away. When he 
had put a match to the heather the fire 
spread in all directions until he found him 
self hemmed in by the flames. He was found 
in a drain which contained only a few inches 
of water. " 
Before 


holding the inquest to-dhv, Mr. 
J. J. Lynch, Coroner, visited the scene of 
the occurrence. The place where the bodv 
was found was in the centre of a patch of 
about ten acres that was burned hare. A 
lew pieces of cloth, a button and a spade 
could be seen in the drain. 


THE INQUEST. 


At the inquest the wife of the deceased 
man said that her husband, shortly before 
four o'clock last evening. left to go to the 
hog to cut “ scraughs ” (of turf). The last 
thing he did was to sign his pension hook. 

Witness said that her husband had burned 
the bog three times, but the biggest out- 
break was vyesterday.. He thought that he 
would be able to control the fire. but he 
could not on account of the northern wind 
that was blowing, He burned the hog for 
the purpose of cutting the “ scraughs.”’ 

Proceeding, witness said that when 
last saw her hushand he was on the hog, and 
it was so much on fire that it would take ten 
men to put it out. It was then about four 
o'clock. She asked a bov, Jack Smith, to 
go and help him to quench the fire. Smith 
came back and said that he could not put it 
out. 

Witness then told of the finding of the body 
in the drain. Her husband's back and arms 
were burning. Witness succeeded in extin- 
guishing the flames. His face was downward 
in the water. When taken out he was un- 
conscious, 

John Smith said that when fighting the 
fire he never got nearer than fiftv vards to 
the deceased man. The deceased man was 
using a spade to heat down the flames. 
Witness left when he saw it was no use trv- 
ing to put the fire dut. i 

Patrick Bell. Scurlogstown. gave evidence 
of finding the body in the drain. 

Doctor O'Brien-Kennedy said that death 
was due to shock following extensive burns 
of his body and face. 

The Coroner returned a verdict 
the deceased man came bv his death from 
shock following burns of the body and face 
accidentally received in the bog of Chamber- 
lainstown.”’

Society. 


County Longford Farmers Faced with 
Financial Ruin.

ANY small farmers im: North 
Longford, and particularly in the 
Columcille and Dromard parish areas, 

are threatened with financial ruin, following 

the failure of a co-operative society, which 

was established a number of years ago. 
Seventeen years ago, Columcille, with its

la finder, 


dairy society, credit society, and co- 
operative stores, which catered for a larger 
area than the parish in Which they were 
established, was described as ‘‘ the. most go- 
ahead farmers’ community in Ireland.” ‘The 
creamery there was the receiving station for 
supplies from ‘several auxiliary -creameries, 
and thousands of gallons of the rich milk 
roduced in the mountainy and rich vale 
fand around Lough Gonna, along the bor<ers 
of Cavan and to Westmeath, poured in daily. 
Farmers bought their own wheat to be con- 
verted into whole-meal for household use. 
They were shareholders in the co-operative 
stores, where they purchased their seeds and 
manures and also their groceries. An era of 
thrift established, farmers and their wives, 
their sons and daughters, deposited their 
savings with their credit society, at satis- 
factory rates of interest. 

The crash came rather unexpectedly, and 


there was a panic rush to withdraw deposits, 
but the doors had closed. 

Upwards of £20,000 was deposited, and 
£6.000 had been invested in First National 

Shares were in, realising some 
£6,000. Proceedings were taken by the 
liquidator in the Circuit Court to enforce the 
payments due. Many farmers had to put 
their outlying farms up for sale in bad 
markets, and a number was obliged to 
emigrate in order to send home their earnings 
to support their wives and families. Life 
savings in many cases were lost. 

The Credit Society lent money, and a form 
of membership had to be signed before any 
advance could be obtained. Now the 
members who have repaid.the amounts of 
their borrowings have been served with the 
following notice from the official liquidator: 

" By order, dated 20th July, 1931, it was 
erdered that a call of £10 per head be made 
on all the contributors, whose names are 
set out in the first schedule tothe Examiner's 
certificate, filed on 5th May, 1931.’’ 

The order directs the amount to be paid 
by October 1. 

A local committee has been formed to 
deal with the situation, and at its first 
meeting it was decided to bring the full 
facts of the matter before the Free State 
Covernment. 


A BOOKMAKER’S 
COSTLY TRIP. 


A REMARKABLE 
COURT CASE.

DUNDALK, Friday. 


BELFAST commission agent, who 
A earried £100 in notes in his pocket 
every day for seven months without 
ever counting it, was the chief witness in.a 
remarkable case which was heard at Carling- 
ford (County Louth) District Court yesterday. 

The case was one in which Laurence 
McDonnell, of Clontigora, just across the Free 
State border, was charged with the larceny 
of £100, the property of John McArdle, com- 
mission agent, of Toome street, Belfast. 

McArdle stated that on Sunday morning, 
August 23, he came by train from 
Belfast to Warrenpoint. 
took from his evervday clothes the sum of 
£100. and placed it in the hip pocket of 
the clothes he was wearing. In addition, he 
had between £50 and £60 in another pocket 
With a couple of friends he had a few drinks 
in Warrenpoint and Omeath, and in the after- 
noon he went to McCann's public-house—-the 
last house in the Free State. He was there 
for an hour and a half, and nad three drinks 
He returned to Omeath to leave for Warren 
point. Later he missed the money from his 
trousers pocket. He reported the matter to 
the Civic Guards. 

Justice Goff—Is it usual for you 
such a large amount of money about 
you?—-As a rule I carry a hundred 
couple of hundred pounds with me loosely. 


AFTER SEVEN MONTHS. 

Mr. J. H. Collins (for defendant)—Tell 
when vou counted that hundred pounds that 
you had in your hip pocket?—I counted it 
seven months previously 

In a statement made to the Civie Guards 
the accused man stated that he had been 
sitting in the taproom of McCann's public- 
house on the Sunday afternoon, when he saw 
money in notes lving on the floor. He picked 
up the money. and was seen doing so by 
several men. He told the men that he was 
keeping it until the owner could give a 
description of the money lost, when he would 
return it. The amount which he found was 
£19 in notes, and this was later given to the 
Civic Guards. 

Patrick McCann, the publican, said that 
McArdle had come into his shop with other 
men, who were joined in the drinking room 
by some women. There was some commo 
tion in the room, and he went in. McArdle 
had become boisterous and riotous, and he 
and a friend of his struck a Newry man 
who wanted to sing. Witness then cleared 
the whole house. Before eight o'clock 
McDonnell came into the shop, reporting the 
finding of the notes. : 


JUSTICE’S COMMENT, 

The Justice—It is a well known fact, and 
a matter of common knowledge, that these 
women who come to Omeath fro:a Northern 
Jreland ar: mestly of a certain class, and 
that there is terrible immorality golug cn. 
It is common knowledge that public-houses 
are used for the purpose of nmiking con- 
tracts. 

The Justice added that he suggested that 
all the publicans in Omeath should certainly 
refuse to serve drink to any of these people, 
or to people in their company. Respectable 
women, or girls, did not want to go into 
public-houses to drink in public on sugh 
days. 

In dealing with the case the Justice said 
that he felt that he would have to return 
the accnsed man for trial on a charge of 
larceny of the £19 by findiug. ; 

Mr. Collins argued that the man had 
taken every reasonable precaution by telling 
the publican, and that under the law he, as 
nad a good claim to property 
found in a public, or public place, 
against all the world save the actual owner. 

The Justice refused to alter his decision, 
and remanded the defendant to Dundalk 
Court, bail being allowed.

A BURNING ‘BUS.

MECHANIC SENT FOR TRIAL. 


Cornelius Buckley, a motor mechanic, of 
Enniskerry, was charged at tLe Bray District 
Court yesterday with setting fire to a ‘bus, 
the property of the Local Services, Ltd., and 
was returned for trial to the Circuit Criminal 
Court. 

Mr. Thomas Fitzpatrick, Managing Director 
of Locak Services, Ltd., giving evidence, said 
th . the defendant was in his employment as 
principal mechanic for about twelve months. 
Qn the morning of the 8th of last July a 
his employment named Coogan 
came to him, and as a result of what he 
said he put some fire extinguishers In a Car 
and went to Kilcroney, where he found the 
bus on fire. ‘Th: body was almost burned 
awav. but the engine was not affected very 
| The daicndant was stanidng in front 
oí the ‘bus, and said to the witness that the 
engine had been back-hring. but he did not 
know if that had caused the tire. The value 
of the bus was £400. 

Replving to Mr. O'Donovan, solicitor (for 
the defendant) the witness said that he was 
not satisfied as to what caused the

The witness refused, and the 
defendant then took the matches from him, 
lichted one and put it to the seat himself. 
The ‘bus then went on fire, and Buckley told 
him to go to the Guards barracks and ring up 
the Bray Fire Brigade. He could not get 
them on the telephone and went to Mr. Fitz- 
patrick. 

Superintendent McManus said that when 
arrested and cautioned the defendant stated 
that the first that he saw of the fire was smoke 
coming from under the floor boards, and. when 
he lifted the bonnet he found the engine on 
fire.

Rosh-hashonah is a 
two-day festival, and during it no manual 
labour may be performed. After it come 
the Ten Days of Penitence, which con- 
clude with Yom Kippur, or the Day of 
Atonement. The belief underlying the 
Ten Days of Penitence is that at new 
year the future of all human natures is 
inscribed in the Book of Life. On the! 
Day of Atonement the Book is closed and | 
sealed. Prayer and penitence are needed, 
therefore, in the intermediate days, in| 
order that the Evil Decree, or death, may, 
be averted before it is too late. 

During the New Year Service the Blow- 
ing of the Shofar takes place. The Shofar 
Is, in essentials, a ram’s horn, and it has 
been associated with the Jewish religion 
for more than two thousand years. The 
blasts given on it are regulated by tradi- 
tion, and many custcms and laws regulate | 
the Shofar Service. One of them has a 
special interest this year. -It requires 
that the Shofar shall not beehlown when 
the first day of Rosh-hashonah coincides 
with the Jewish Sabbath. which. as every 
one knows, is Saturday. The Blowing of 
the Shofar, therefore. will net "eoin this: 
year until to-morrow.

THE PEACE CONFERENCE.

The Congress was addressed by Sir Erie 
Drummond, Secretary-General of the League 
of Nations, and Professor Zimmern, of Oxford, 
with other distinguished men. Afterwards 
the Congress was divided into committees, 
each of which took up some particular ques- 
tion for discussion. The representatives ih 
their Jess serious moments were banqueted, 

, driven about the country, and 
floated upon beautiful Lake Geneva. During 
his stay in this most cosmopolitan of cities 
Mr. Wellwood met two Irishmen connected 
with “the ‘international movement, Messrs. 
Phelan and R. J. P. Mortished, formerly 
Assistant Secretary of the Labour Party in

the Free State. Mr. Phelan now occupies 
the position of Chairman of the diplomatic 
section of the International Labour Office ; his 
relations are mainly with native races. 

The Rev. Cuthbert Irvine Peacocke, son 
of the Bishop of Derry and Raphoe, was 
married on Wednesday to Miss Helen Louise 
Gaussen, of Belfast. The bridegroom is the 
head of the T.C.D. Mission in East Belfast, 
and, as an undergraduate in Trinity, he 
gained a prominent place as a cricketer. 
Another marriage of a prominent Trinity 
man took place at Monkstown, when Miss 
Rebecca T. Maxwell, of Ballincard House, 
Birr, was wedded to Mr. Norman Huggett, 
son of Mr. James Huggett, C.B.E. Mr. 


Huggett holds the intriguing position of 
Registrar in Scotland Yard. 

Various agencies, such as the Nationa] 
Union of Students and the Fédération 
l’niversitaire Internationale, have begun to 
draw the students’ interests into the channels 
of thought that occupy the minds of students 
all over the world. A forward step was taken 
when a representative from Trinity went to 
the Carnegie Peace Conference at Michigan, 
and more recently we had Mr. Wellwood’s 
Geneva trip. One hears of plans which the 
College Historical Society is considering for a 
more extensive exchange of speakers with 
the other British universities, and in 
January or February of next year a 
team from the Society will sail to America to 
debate in a number of American universities. 
A branch of the Historical Association is in 
process of establishment for the purpose of 
encouraging the historical study of the 
locality. Branches of this association exist 
in all the Britic. universities and places of 
historical significance. With the formal open- 
ing of term this activity should increase the 
undergraduate interests appreciably, and 
bring to Trinity her share in the sfuAent 
movements outside Ireland. 

ABOUT THE FRONT SQUARE. 

After months of waiting, the lamps in the 
Front Square are to resume their original 
state of uniformity, utility and dignified 
beauty. In order to replace the uld standards, 
now decayed with age, a special mould was 
made, These lamps have now been cast, and 
will replace the substitute lamps that were 
erected this summer. Workmen have now 
removed these, and set up the Victorian style 
lamns that so suit. the atmosphere of College.

THROUGH THE EYES 
OF AN EXILE.

| ONDON is still basking in its flood-lights. 


Londoners are a strange people. ‘They 

seem to like to gather in crowds. Their 
especial joy is to be part of an appreciative 
throng, whether the point of interest is a 
wedding, a funeral, a royal procession, or a 
novelty. The detachment of Londoners from 
the business of their neighbours is nearly all 
a myth. One may hardly know the name of 
the man next door, but, given a little leisure, 
one knows where he buys and often what he 
buys. The attendants in the district shops 
know, from maids and charwomen, almost as 
much of the ‘“‘goings on” in flats and 
maisonettes as the country shopkeepers know 
of the doings in the cottages of their villages. 


FLOOD-LIT. 


To return to the flood-lights: many there 
are who harvest richly while the show goes 
on. Restaurants near the Strand and further 
east are nightly full to overflowing. Street 
fruit-sellers and programme-vendors are being 
by the police for obstructing the 
sightseers. Men sell hundreds of toys every 
night to those harassed parents who have 
been so foolish as to escort their offspring to 
see the lights, and who are driven to 
exasperation by the intelligent interest of 
vouth, displayed in a never-ending flow of un- 
answerable queries. Anything, even a’ toy 
bugle, that will stop that flow, even for the 
nonce, is cheap at three times its ordinary 
re And then the coach-owners! How 
1appy is their lot! They altruistically arrange 
““tours of the lights” at 7s. 6d. a head— 
about six times their usual charge for a 
journey of that length. Yet, despite organ- 
ised economy, their coaches are full for every 
tour. 


COMMUNISM EMBARRASSED 


Speaking of organisation and the citizen, 
the dyed-in-the-wool Communist does not 
know what to say about the lights, especially 
in public. On Sunday speakers in Hyde 
Park, under devices that betokened them to 
be representative of the Soviet and the 
“‘ organised unemployed’”’ of Great Britain, 
were asked to give explicit approval or dis- 
approval of the expenditure of public money 
on such fripperies. The heckled ones com- 
promised by saying that, while the capitalist 
system was in existence, expenditure that 
gave pleasure to the people:and work to the 
wage-slaves was not utterly to be condemned.

AN IRISH COMPOSER.

“Jimmy ” Glover, who died this week at 
the age of seventy, was a Dubliner, who 
retained the marks of his origin to his last 
day, though he had spent most of his life 
out of Ireland. Despite the fact that he lived 
in London’s Bohemia, and that many of his 
most intimate friends were professional 
humorists, they never knew when “ Jimmy ” 
was joking or in deadly earnest. 

“Jimmy” Glover would fight his best 
friend over a small point, and concede a 
great one generously to an enemy. ‘That 
was also puzzling to his acquaintances here; 
and he kept a bit of his heart warm for 
his country and countrymen. He composed 
a lament for Charles Stewart Parnell, which 
was played at the funeral in Dublin. Jimmy 
also composed music for hundreds of songs, 
and wrote three books of reminscences as 
well as contributing regular musical cri- 
ticisms and occasional articles on music to 
London journals for half a century. It has 
been the fashion of late to decry his per- 
formances in all of his several spheres of 
activity. But, as is so often the case where 
such criticism sare made, ‘‘Jimmy’’ had 
ynalities which his critics could not under- 
stand, and they blamed him, and not their 
own defective intelligences, for their con- 
sequent irritation. ‘‘ Jimmy,’’ who was born 
with the name of Mackey, adopted the name 
of Glover in compliment to his mother's 
father, who gave him his musical education 
in Paris and elsewhere. 


A LOSS TO JOURNALISM. 


Once I told the late Mr. P. J. Hooper that 
it had been said to me that nobody ever spoke 
ill of him. “I wonder is that a compliment,” 
he commented. He went on to say that 
pepalanty might mean that a man had got no 
personal force, or, that if he had, it had been 
too well controlled. He was a cautious man, 
it is true; but if he saw a clear necessity 
he could take a firm, and even an obstinate, 
stand. To use the phrase of out own country, 
there was not a mean turn in ““ Paddy ” 
Hooper. Almost more than any human being 


I have known, he meted justice to all. Justice 
done, he would set about the tempering of it 
with mercy. In his days as editor of the 
Kreeman’s Journal many were the formulae 
that he invented for keeping an erring sub- 
ordinate in some position which, by strict 
rules of justice, his conduct had forfeited. 
Nearly every man of any consequence 
in Fleet street had known “ Paddy " 
Hooper, either here or in Dublin. 
is most sincerely regretted by 
Ingratitude is not everywhere; 
of the journalists one met this 
exchanging stories of his kindness and help- 
fulness to them in some moment of need.

LEINSTER COLLEGE 
OF IRISH. 


WORK OF THE PAST 
SESSION. 


- 


Judge Moonan, K.C., presided at the 
inaugural meeting of the session 1931-32 of 
the Leinster College of Irish last night at 39 
Parnell square. Dublin. There was a large 
attendance of male and female students, 

The Chairman. in welcoming in the 
students, said that the college had ‘een in 
existence for twenty-five vears, and dnring 
that period it had accomplished a wonderful 
amount of work for the revival of the Irish 
language, and for love of country. No fewer 
than five thousand students, mostly teachers. 
had passed through its classes, and this past 
vear the attendance was so large that many 
applicants had to be refused owing to want 
of accommodation in the college. 


THE REPORT. 
The Secretary (Mr. M. Heaney) 


committee’s report of the work of the past 
session, from which it appeared that the col. 
leze had been fortunate in securing the ser- 
vices of some of the best teachers of Irish. 
The present principal, Mr. Brian Fitzpatrick, 
M.A.. has had nineteen vears’ experience in 
teaching Irish in the college, and he would 
he assisted this vear by Dr. Seamus 
O’Searcaigh, M.A., as vice-principal, and a 
staff of ten professors, many of whom are 
authors of well-known books on the Irish 
language. Last vear’s attendance of students 
numbered 573, while 994 teachers’ certificates 
had been awarded. i 

In the early vears the students inelnded a 
large number of secondary and Gaelic League 
teachers, but latterly they consist mainly of 
teachers of national schools. Special courses 
have heen held for teachers of the Christian 
Brothers. the Loreto Institute, the Order of 
Charity and other religious bodies, and also 
for inspectors of the National Board. Were 
it not for the teachers who had been trained 
in this college the introduction of the present 
educational policy of the Free State would 
have been impracticable as regards Dublin 
and most of Leinster. They intend to have 
lectures during the session. which opens to- 
dav. in connection with Gaelic culture, music, 
folk-lore and Irish history. 

Dr. Seamus Sharkey, moving the adoption 
of the report, said that the public often 
forgot what the teachers did, and what 
they were doing for the language. 
Heretofore only simple matters were taught 
in Irish in this College, but now they had 
advanced classes, and he was glad of the way 
in which the veople were studying the old 
and middle Trish. 


POSTAL TUITION. 


Tr. J. J. McCann, seconding, said that the 
postal tuition course, which was an innova- 
tion on the part of the College, was about 
the most important of all their work, because 
people were able to obtain in their homes in 
rural districts far from Dublin instruction as 
good as they could get in the University. It 
was premature to publish books in the Roman 
characters. because the language was not vet 
properly on its feet, and teachers had told 
him that thev found the most difficulty in 
teaching English and Irish in the Roman 
characters. 

Mr. Seamus O Murchada testified to the ex- 
cellent work which the College was doing, and 
the report was adopted. 

Mr. B. Fitzpatrick, Principal, referred to 
the very successful session just past and to 
the extraordinary attendance of the students. 
He expressed disappointment at the small 
number of students who entered for the 
examination, considering the high place that 
the College certificates had secured in the 
estimation of the educational authorities. 

The Principal then distributed medals and 
certificates to the students who were most 
snecessful in the examinations. 

The proceedings were conducted in Irish.

‘Only by strict adherence to routine are 
we able to keep pace with the enormous 
demand from the reading public. Parcels of 
books are sent out to every one of our 
branches twice a week, and parcels come back 
with the same frequency for redistribution. 
We send out 250,000 books a month, and 
receive back the same number, so that there 
are always 500,000 moving about from 
piace to place. A book which is required 
by an Edinburgh subscriber may be in Pen-

zance to-day, but it will be in Scotland by 
the end of the week. 

“It would be impossible to buy one copy 
of every book for every branch. Large 
numbers of a popular book are purchased, 
and some of the big branches might take 
twelve to twenty-four copies for immediate 
distribution.

HARD GOING.

The 
shadows were lengthening as I followed the 
road, and in the fading light the gaunt pro- 
trusions took on a new softness.

A great ocean liner, at gea, is appallingly 
trivial-looking; it thumps the imagination 
only when it.is tied safe to a dock.

An electric 
locomotive remains a toy, even though it 
weight a hundred tons. But eveg,a lowly 
yard engine, if there be steam in it, somehow 
fills and delights the eye.

Dying Railways. 

The almost desperate plight of the Free 
State railways is unrecognised only by the 
Free State Government. Dividends have 
vanished ; the Great Southern Company’s 
revenue for the first eight months of this 
year has fallen by £227,000 ; large numbers 
of railway workers are threatened with un- 
employment. It is unfair to charge the 
blame for these misfortunes upon the rail- 
ways themselves; for, with their limited 
and shrinking resources, they are making 
a gallant struggle. The two main causes 
of their present situation are entirely 
beyond their contro]. One is the crushing 
wages bills which are a legacy of Britain's 
needs in the Great War; the other is the 
growing encroachment of road traffic 
Railways, like King Charles II., may be 
slow to die, but they cannot live in- 
definitely without nourishment. © Within

a gross and unjust handicap. They were 
established as a monopoly, and the State, 
very properly, imposed upon them all the 
restrictions which safeguard the public 
interest from the perils of monopoly. 
Rigid laws regulate all their operations, 
exact stern conditions of safety and equip- 
ment, ordain facilities for opposing 
interests, and dictate working hours and 
rates of pay. Moreover, as a term of their 
monopoly, the railways have been, and 
remain, the. largest ratepayers in the 
country. To-day these railways have lost 
all the advantages of their monopoly, but 
continue to endure all its restrictions. 
The omnibuses and motor lorries which 
swarm the roads are under no form of 
Government control. They can fix their 
own rates and fares, choose one route 
to-day and abandon it to-morrow. As free 
users of the rate-supported roads, these 
carriers actually batten upon the railway 
companies. Thus the competition between 
road and rail is utterly unequal. The 
peril and irony of this situation lie in 
the fact that the road may kill the railway, 
but cannot replace it. By their death the 
Free State railways will afflict half the 
country with economic paralysis. 

What is the Government’s duty? Some 
politicians propose nationalisation of the 
railways, but nationalisation is one of 
those empty words which flatter hope and 
ignore difficulties. In Ireland it would mean 
that the railway managers would be con- 
trolled by voters, would be changed con- 
tinuously, and would spend most of their 
time in the pursuit of political support. 
The real solution of the Irish railways’ 
troubles is so simple that it can be ex- 
pressed in two words—fair play. The Free 
State Government must put the railways 
on equal terms with road competition. It 
must relieve them of the restrictions of 
their vanished monopoly or must impose 
those restrictions on all forms of road 
trafic. Free State roads are cluttered 
with a huge superfiuity of motor 
omnibuses and trading lorries. This could 
be reduced to reasonable proportions by 
the creation of a high standard of efficiency 
and safety for such vehicles. Further 
havoc would be made in their ranks by a 
condition that road traffic must pay its full 
share of road maintenance. There ought 
to be small difficulty in the definition of 
unreasonable rivalry. An omnibus or lorry 
which had traded profitably on any route 
for at least a year might be held to have 
justified its existence ; but casual traffickers 
ought to be abolished, and the institution 
of new road services in competition with 
the railways ought to be prohibited after a 
certain date. The railways could absorb 
the survivors or could make working 
agreements with them; and soon, as a 
result of this process, a measure of 
prosperity would come back to the iron 
road. Why does the Free State Govern- 
ment hesitate to tackle the problem? The 
need is almost terribly urgent, and, if the 
coming session of Parliament fails to save 
the railways, the last opportunity of 
salvation may have been missed. 


Coast Erosion. 


The Free State Government, as we 
announce to-day, has received the report of 
the Inter-Departmental Committee on 
Coastal Erosion, and has decided not to 
take any action. This information will 
cause a regret which will not be confined 
to those whose property is threatened most 
directly ; for the problem of coastal erosion 
is not a matter of purely parochial 
interest, but rather one which, ultimately, 
must concern the whole nation. During 
the past ten years the sea has eaten up 
many valuable acres of Irish land. Houses

and other buildings have been swept bodily | 


away, or have been rendered uninhabitable 
and useless for their purpose. The owners 
of the lands and properties affected have 
professed themselves unable to cope, un- 
aided, with a situation which rapidly 
becomes more intractable; and the 
prospect of further trials in the coming 
winter fills them with an apprehension 
which is justified by experience. Repre- 
sentations on their behalf in the Dáil led 
the Government to appoint a committee. 
under the chairmanship of Sir Philip 
Hanson, and members of this committee 
have visited the districts which suffer from 
the inroads of the sea. Their investiga- 
tions, as we learn, have led them to make 
certain recommendations in the report 
which is now in the hands of the Minister 
for Local Government ; but the report also 
stresses the heavy expense which would be 
involved in any measures likely to prove 
efficacious, and it is on considerations of 
expense that the Government’s decision to 
take no further action is based. The tax- 
payer, we are told, is in no position to 
meet increased demands, and, in addition, 
the majority of those upon whom the new 
burden would fall could derive no personal 
benefit frdm their expenditure. This 
reasoning would command the agreement 
of every citizen if the matter under review 
were trifling, or of merely temporary im- 
portance. When it comes as the last word 
upon a subject of pressing urgency, how- 
ever, the case is altered. The argument 
that the Free State taxpayer cannot afford 
to make a contribution to a scheme which 
would protect his country and preserve the 
livelihood of hundreds of his countrymen 
is frivolous. Within the last few days 
the people of Great Britain have displayed 
unflinching patriotism in their response to 
the most far-reaching demands upon their 
resources. Are we to believe that the 
people of the Free State would be un- 
willing to come to the rescue in this minor 
crisis? The protection of the country 
against coastal erosion has been left, by 
the Government’s decision, in the hands 
of landowners and local administrative 
bodies. Their inability to cope with the 
problem is manifest We hope that the 
committee’s report will be published with- 
out delay. The provision of coast defences 
would provide work for many unemployed 
during the winter, and it is difficult to see 
how the Government can shirk the task.

Titles in France. 


Titles die hard even at the fountain- 
head of republicanism. The right to bear 
titles was abolished in France during the 
Reign of Terror. It was restored by 
Napoleon, abolished again by the revolu- 
tion of 1848, and restored again by 
Napoleon the Third. The present Republic 
treats the question in an anomalous 
fashion. Everybody knows that a number 
of French subjects, descendants of the 
former nobility, employ their hereditary 
titles, but the general idea is that they 
retain them only by popular courtesy— 
that, in short, there is nothing official or 
legal about titles in modern France. 
According to the Paris Correspondent of 
the Morning Post, however, a French 
journalist has made a surprising dis- 
covery. It appears that titles have sur- 
vived the Third Republic, and continue to 
be recognised. In theory the President 
possesses the power to create new nobility, 
though in practice he does not exercise it. 
On the other hand, the Republic takes a 
very deep interest in the old nobility and 
their descendants, and, as the phrase 
goes, makes a good thing out of its solici- 
tude. The law requires that heirs to 
duchies, marquisates and baronies shall] he 
invested by the Minister for Justice ; and 
it imposes a tax for the privilege. Pay- 
ment is regulated by a sliding scale, and 
titles created under the old régime—before 
1779—are rat 1 much more highly than 
those of more recent creation. Thus, while 
a pre-revolutionary duchy costs 5,000 
francs, the succession tax to a more 
recent duchy is no more than 200 francs. 
It is not so dear, after all, for extra- 
republican privileges. Yet it seems that 
those privileges will not endure much 
longer; for the present officials of the 
heraldic department, whose business is 
to scrutinise claims to succession, are the 
last of the line. When they die, the 
department will be closed. 


Chronograms. 


A correspondent of The Times has drawn 
attention to an old pastime—frequently, 
indeed, it was more than a pastime— 
which had many of the characteristics of 
more ,modern puzzles. This is the 
chronogram which, briefly defined, is a 
sentence that conceals a date. It is based 
on the fact that certain letters possess a 
value in the ancient Roman numerical 
system. I, for example, represents 1; V, 
or U, stands for 5; X is equivalent to the 
Arabic 10; L is 50, C is 100, D is 500, 
and M stands for 1,000. The chronogram- 
matist sets himself to make a sentence. 
having a certain bearing on the subject 
for commemoration; in which enough of 
these letters will occur to give, when 
added together, the required date. A good 
specimen concerns the death of the Duke 
of Buckingham. It runs as follows:

MARSEKILLES. Fridar 
AHATMA GANDHI left at 4.50 p.m. 
by the express boat train for Paris 
and Calais, en route for London. where 
he is due at 3.30 to-morrow afternoon. 
_ Mr. Patel, President of the Indian 
National (‘ongress, departed by air this 
morning from Vienna for the same 
destination. 

Hundreds of people waiting at the 
dockside early this morning for the arrival 
of the liner Rajputana burst into excited 
exclamations when they saw a small figure 
standing on the boat deck, wearing a Join 
cloth and a Khaddar shawl of his own 
make. His appearance was rendered more 
strange by the collection of pots, pans, 
and spinning wheels dangling at his side. 

Indian students raised a cheer of 
welcome. Immediately on landing, Gandhi 
was besieged with Press represermatives. 
and vood humouredly answered their 


questions. 


TO REALISE HIS DREAM. 


‘“T am going to England to realise the 
dream of my life, the freedom of my 
country.” the Mahatma told me.

Samuel Hoare seems to me to be a typical 
British gentleman, and I think his 
sympathies will be rather with me than 
against me.” 

The French authorities held severely 
aloof from the proceedings. Two police 
officials were present when the Mahatma 
landed, but did not speak to him. 

Mr. Gandhi proceeded to a conference 
of Indian students in Marseilles. The 
students’ reception room was packed. 

In a long speech of welcome to the 
Mahatma it was declared: ‘‘It will be a 
great honour to you when rule by brutal 
force gives way to peaceful and fair 
action.’ 

Mr. Gandhi, who replied in English. 
said that he hoped to gain liberty for 
India not by fighting. but by non-violent 
action. Force, he said, was not neces- 
sarily strength. ‘‘I have seen hundreds 
of weak women receive heavy blows from 
sticks handled by policemen’ without 
quaking. That is what I call courage of 
he heart.” 

The conclusion of his peech was greeted 
hy wild cheering, and, as he left the build- 
ing, the police had much difficulty in con 
trolling the crowds. He drove straight 
to a hotel, where he rested until it was 
time to leave for the train.

HE Irish Free State Government, 

having received the advice of experts 

on the problem of coast erosion, does not 

intend to devote any portion of State 

funds to assist in the erection of defences 
against the ravages of the sea. 

The amount of money which would be 
necessary if the matter was to be tackled 
seriously would be enormous, and the 
Government, realising this, as well as the 
inability of the taxpayer to meet any 
increased demands on his pocket, is agreed 
that the erection of defences or barriers 
against the waves is the work of property- 
owners along the coast-line, 

Ireland has suffered heavily during the 
past ten years from coast erosion, especially 
on the east coast. The sea has made 
dangerous inroads at many points—eating 
away acres of land and numerous houses— 
with consequent heavy loss to property 
holders, who say they are powerless to 
protect their land. Wicklow! and Grey- 
stones have had to bear the brunt of many 
stiff gales throwing the angry waves 
against the unprotected shores, and 
there are fears which will not easily 
be allayed that in. the ciming winter 
further havoc will be done. Last vear 
tenants had to vacate. anickly their 
tumbling houses on the cliffs and were 
virtually homeless for long periods, while 
the railway line which runs close to the 
shore scarcely above sea level was in 
danger of being washed away. During the 
past week workmen have been employed 
laying huge blocks of concrete on the 
foreshore to break the force of the in- 
coming waves, which, when high seas are 
running, reach almost to the railway line. 
These blocks are connected to each other 
with strong iron chains, and should prove 
an effective barrier. though it may be noted 
that many of the blocks laid there in 


| earlier years are almost covered by sand

EVEN-HANDED JUSTICE. 

A scheme which imposes over 70 per 
cent. of the new taxation upon the direc 
taxpaver, and which foreshadows an earlv 
appeal to the recipients of interest on 
Government Loans to accept a substantial 
cut in their income, carries tue principle 
of equality of sacrifice to lengths which 
every reasonable person will admit to be 
the limit if confidence is to Le buttressed 
and not further shaken.. The whole 
picture in its broad conceptions represents 
the application of even-handed justice, 
and this characteristic is perceptible not 
only in the panel portraying new taxation, 
but also in that portraying retrenchment. 

It was universally admitted yesterday, 
adds The Times, that all the items of 
retrenchment were disagreeable, and that 
the method of enforcing them bv Orders 
in Council was undesira' le, but for these 
facts also the Opposition leaders ., ust bear 
their share of responsibility. If the policy 
of retrenchment had been begun two years 
ago, the amount. now necessary might 
have been less, and the method 
would have been totally unnecessary. 
This is no time for elaborating vain 
regrets more than is necessary to show 
that those members of the late Govern- 
ment who faced up to the emergency when 
it came, deserve far less censure than 
those who ran away from it. 

THE NECESSITY FOR SPEED. 

The only important fact to remember 
to-day is that speed has always been, and 
continues to be, an essential element of 
any plan which will succeed in averting 
the danger. The longer present legisla- 
tion is delayed, the slower confidence will 
be in returning, and the greater will be 
the financial liability ultimately to be 
discharged. That is a sufficient excuse 
for the adoption of the procedure by 
Orders-in-Council, and the reply to the 
threat of Mr. Clynes to make it a Socialist 
habit is that if, “ but only if,” an urgent 
danger to the whole nation again arises, 
then the same procedure will again be 


justified.

San Juan was not itself the centre ol 
the disturbance, and it Is not known vet 
what damage was done in the other parts 
of the island,

M. BRIAND KEEPS TO 
GENERALITIES.

GENEVA, Friday. 

“ Frankly disappointing ’’ sums up the 
general impression of M. Briand’s oration 
on disarmament in the League of Nations 
Assembly this morning. 

France would oppose to the utmost any 
attempt to delay or postpone the Disarma- 
ment Conference, M. Briand declared, 
because she would feel that the League of 
Nations had failed if the Conference did 
not meet and bear fruit. 

M. Briand declared that it was a 
diabolical invention to suggest that Great 
Britain had ever sought to keep Germany 
and France apart, and to profit from their 
division. On the contrary, the British had 
done all in their power to foster a good 
understanding between the two countries. 
They had done their utmost to bring it 
about and to give it their support. 

M. Briand confirmed that he was going 
shortly to Berlin with M. Laval, and in 
his peroration he said: “ In no possible 
eventuality can war, which we have nailed 
to the pillory, be allowed to come again 
among the nations of the world.”’ 

The delegates in Geneva have been spoilt 
by so often hearing M. Briand at his 
greatest that they teel he has failed for 
once to rise to the occasion, in that he 
confined himself to generalities when 
everybody expected a lead which would re- 
assure public opinion in the present 
economic crisis. 

M. Briand’s refusal to take up the pro- 
posal of an arms truce made by Signor 
Grandi, the Italian Foreign Minister, is 
the subject of much comment, and it is 
felt that he also did nothing to lighten the 
task of Dr. Curtius, the German Foreign 
Minister, who is to speak to-morrow. 

The Germans are also asking what they 
have to hope for from the forthcoming visit 
to Berlin of leading French statesmen, in 
view of the lack of encouragement shown 
by M. Briand’s speech. 

The President of the Assembly 
announced that Mexico had agreed to enter 
the League, and the admission ceremony 
will take place to-morrow (says an Ex- 
change message).

and Civic Guards have made intensive 
searches of the neighbourhood in an effort to 
discover parts of the mail bags, which they 
think may have been hidden after the con- 
tents, stated to be worth £3,000, were re- 
moved. Houses were visited, but without 
result. Post offices and traders around the 
district have been instructed to examine care- 


fully any postal orders presented for pay- 
ment or offered in exchange for goods. 

The mail bags, which had been taken from 
the Dublin to Street train at about 8.58 p.m. 
on Monday night, were left for an hour on 
the sa awaiting the connecting train 
for Longford. The robbery was discovered 
at 9.30 p.m. that night, and since then al! 
trace of the bags has been lost. 

Detectives from the Post Ofhce Investiga- 
tion Branch are working on the affair, but so 
far without result.

WOMAN SENTENCED.

At Mullingar District Court to-day, before 
District Justice McCarthy, the adjourned case 
of Westmeath Board of Health against Mrs. 
Kate Fitzsimons, Tuitestown, Castlepollard, 
for cruelly ill-treating a nurse child, Joseph 
Walsh, aged about e¢hree years, who was 
boarded out with her, was called. The case 
had been heard at Castlepollard District 
Court, and was adjourned to Mullingar for the 
appearance of the defendant, who now 
appeared in court.

OF BUTTER. 
NEW FREE STATE 
‘SCHEME. 


CREAMERY MANAGERS’ 
APPROVAL.

REPRESENTATIVE conference of 
A managers and chairmen of co 

operative creamery societies in the 
Fie State was held at Limerick Junction, 
on Thursday to ccnsider a butte: scheme 
which had been sent out some days ago frem 
the offices of the Irish Creamery Managers’ 
Association. 

Mr. B. Laffan, Chairman, Drombanna Co- 
operative Dairy Society, who presided, said 
that there was a tariff of 4d. per Ib. imposed 
some time ago by Mr. Hogan to help the 
dairy farmer. Unfortunately, up to now 
very little if any, of that money got into 
the producer’s pocket, and unless something 
were done he felt that the tariff would rot 
have served the purpose intended. It was 
really a good thing to see that the creamery 
managers were interesting themsclves in the 
matter, and were anxious that, if at all 
— this money should go to the party 
or whom it was intended. 

There were some things in the scheme that 
were not very clear to him, and he asked 
the Central Secretary to explain the scheme 
to the meeting. 


*““DELIVERING THE GOODS.” 

Mr. E. C. Semple stated that he did not 
want this scheme to be ado if it were 
not the best medium to deliver the goods. 
The belief was prevalent among a few, at 
any rate, that it would be better to have 
the scheme operated by an independent 
central authority. The Irish Creamery 
Managers’ Association would only operate 
the scheme until suc& time as the independ- 
ent central authority was formed for the 
purpose, and the executive to that central 
authority should be composed equally of pro- 
ducers and creamery managers, and he him- 
self would have that central executive 
authority as small numerically as possible. 

He emphasised the fact that the scheme 
should be worked by an independent body, 
because there were a few who opposed it, 
purely on the ground that it was being 
worked by the Irish Creamery Managers’ 
Association. 

The next point in the scheme that might 
be criticised was that it would be unworkable 
unless at least 90 per cent. of the creameries 
in the Saorstat agreed to come in: in fact. it 
would not be wholly satisfactory unless every 
creamery agreed to become a member. This 
should not, however, be a great difficulty, 
because no creamery could possibly lose any- 
thing by coming into the scheme, whereas 
it would lose substantially if there was no 
such scheme put into operation. 


THE HOME CONNECTION. 
Another point that might be considered 
as likely to operate in a measure against the 
scheme was that some creameries have a very 
large home connection and they might con- 
sider it a hardship to have to remit to the 
central authority a cheque for £500 or £1,000 


every month, and have only a share of that , 


money returned to them, but, of course, unless 
they were satisfied with some arrangement 
of the kind it would be impossible for the 
dairy farmer to reap any benefit from the 
tariff. Some such arrangement was impera- 
tive; otherwise the tariff would never find its 
way into the dairy farmer’s pockets. Although 
a creamery might find it a hardship to send 
to the central authority a cheque for £500 or 
£1,000 every month, it was estimated that 
every central creamery in the Saorstat would 
by such an arrangement benefit on an average 
to the extent of £1,500 anrually, and any 
creamery that would make a profit of £1,500 
yearly would be doing extremely well. 

A few contend, but with very little justi- 
fication, he thought, that the operation of the 
scheme might injure some creameries. There 
might be a possibility of this, in a few places 
where home butter-making is still carried on, 
but he thought that this very imaginary 
weakness in the scheme was of such 
negligible consequence that it should be 
entirely overlooked. There was no question 
whatever about it that the dairy farmers, 
and those who manufacture their own butter 
at home, would very substantially benefit by 
the operation of this scheme. He computed 
that on a conservative estimate the dairy 
farmer should benefit annually to the extent 
of £750,000. Farmers and others now 
clamoured for subsidies of one kind and 
another. 


REAPING THE BENEFIT. 


We have, he said, at our command a 
subsidy of three-quarters of a million a year 
that could be got merely by a little 
organising, and when Mr. Hogan was so good 
as to confer this benefit on the industry, we 
should rise to the occasion, and so organise 
our forces as to reap the benefit of his con- 
sideration for the industry. The scheme was 
a very practical one. The cost of adminis- 
tration would be infinitesimal. At the very 
outside, to work the scheme efficiently and 
thoroughly, and in such a manner that there 
would be no possible leakage, the cost would 
not be more than £3,000 annually, and for 
that expenditure at least £300,000 could be 
got for the dairy farmer, and that was by 
only exacting half the amount of the tariff. 

Another point in the scheme that was 
criticised by a number of those who reviewed 
it was that there would be an inducement to 
some managers to send in irregular or in- 
correct returns, as, by a little manipulation, 
they could reap substantial benefits for their 
creamery. Of course there was always a 
danger of this kind, and the only provision in 
such matters was rigid inspection, together with 
heavy penalties on any creamery that supplied 
false or misleading returns. 

The Chairman asked Mr. Semple to explain 
the working of the scheme as between 
creamery and creamery, as possibly some of 
those present had not a thorough grasp of 
the matter, 

Mr. Semple then explained in detail how 
the scheme would work, and said that it 
would not operate unfairly against any 
creamery. He also showed that every 
creamery would benefit, and that no possible 
creamery could have any reason to refuse to 
join, except on the plea that if it remained 
outside it could load all its butter on the 
home market and get the full benefit of the 
tariff for all its produce, and not contribute 
its share towards the organisation responsible 
for putting it in that position. That, to his 
mind, would be contemptible conduct on the 
part of any society, and he did not believe 
that any creamery committee, when the full 
facts were put before them, would for a 
moment act with such unspeakable selfishness. 


SUPPORT FOR THE SCHEME. 


Mr. Cusack, Abington Creamery. stated 
that the one main thing was to get in all 
the creameries, and if that could be achieved 
he felt confident the scheme could effectively 
deliver the goods. 

Mr. Nash, Oola Creamery, stated that he 
did not wholly agree with Mr. Semple as 
regards his observations about Mr. Hogan. 
Mr. Hogan should have so regulated the 
tariff that speculators would not be able to 
come in and reap any benefit from it. He 
should, in his judgment, have imposed a 
Customs duty on all the stocks held in cold 
storage that were not held by the producers. 
If Mr. Hogan were really anxious that this 
money should get into the producers’ pockets, 
he should have tightened ap the regulations 
ew At any rate, the only thing 
now to done was to support the scheme 
they had been discussing, as he felt convinced 
it would compass the purpose intended, and 
was essentially necessary. 

Mr. O’Connell, Shanagolden, stated that 
there should be a very stiff penalty enforced 
for ang misleading or false returns. He felt 
the scheme was an admirable one, and if it 
received the support that it called for it 
would prove a boon to the industry. 

Mr. Condon, Chairman, Sarsfield Creamery, 
stated that he believed that the scheme was 
an admitable one, but, of course, he was only 
speaking for himself, He had not consuite.] 
his committee on the matter. 


RESOLUTION OF APPROVAL. 


Mr. Maher, Chairman of Glin Creamery, 
proposed the following resolution :—‘* That 
we hereby approve of the scheme for the home 
marketing of Irish creamery butter sub- 
mitted by the Central Secretary of the Irish 
Creamery Managers’ Association, and that we 
advise every creamery in the Saorstát to give 
it their support, as it. is only by this scheme, 
or some such scheme, that the farmer can 
Pee © get any benefit from the butter

HOW TO 


BUILD 1T.|

(By aA SPEcIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


‘herbaceous borders, lawns, and vege- 
table plots, has space enough to allow 
a properly sized rock garden, complete with 
winding paths, built up rockeries and pond. 
However, there are nearly always spare spots 
of ground in every garden left uncultivated 
for some reason or another. 
Just as in a windy corner, where nothing 
else will thrive, a damson tree will flourish 
at its best, so the desolate ground beneath 


N° evervone who also wishes to have 


Í a north wall, which is so often left to take 


| pleasant task of collecting and 


care of itself, can be made into one of the 
most attractive parts of a garden by con- 
verting it into a miniature bog-border, In 
the first place, the ground should be dug toa 
depth of two feet, and then broken bricks 
should be placed at the bottom to a depth 
of six inches. This is to ensure proper 
drainage; for, although bog plants are so 
fond of moisture, yet it is necessary 
for the water to drain through the 
earth, thus keeping the ground damp. 
but not sodden. Ír summer the plants can be 
kept constantly damp by running a perforated 
pipe through the border: but when this 1s 
not feasible it can be kept moist quite easily 
by applying the watering can fairly 
frequently. It is important to choose the 
right type of soil, which should be chiefly 
a mixture of leaf-mould and peaty loam. Pile 
this up on the broken bricks to a height of 
one and a half feet, at the least, and press 
firmly down. 

After this seemingly elaborate, but. in reality 
simple, preparation comes tha more 
setting the 
hog plants. There is an endless variety of 
these, tut with some specimens cf orchids, 
primulas, and wild anemones vou have a 
zood foundation to begin on. Other of the 
hetter known plants are marsh-marigolds, 
zentians, irises, scarlet lobelia and mimulus 
moschatus or monkey flower. Some sorts of 
bog plants can be grown from seed, but the 
majority will provide an excellent excuse for 
expeditions into the neighbouring country 
side, armed with a trowel and gardening 
basket. 

THE VIRTUES OF A WALL. 

People lucky enough to have ar old stone 
wall built up against an earthen bank and, 
perhaps, still overgrown with weeds and 
brambles, can convert it quite simplv from 
an apparent wilderness into a positive 
paradise of flowers. Those who are not 
fortunate enough to possess such a wall 
might verv easilv make one out of anv large 
sized stone that thev could collect. The wall 
can be made with two sides, but is better 
when built against an earthen bank. since 
then the plants have more soil from which te 
draw the needed moisture. When building 
the wall care should he taken to make it slope 
backwards. Otherwise creeping rock-plants 
growing on the top will overhang those 
planted beneath them, so keeping them from 
the light and air, and also hiding them from 
view. The wall must be built dry—that 1s to 
say, without mortar—and the crevices filled 
in with good. firm soil. Flowers with long 
roots should be planted while the wall is in 
the making, as afterwards it would be impos- 
sible to insert them without damaging the 
roots 

Seeds have. perhaps, the best chance of 
taking root in a wall garden, but almost 
every sort of rock plant, and all dwarf plants, 
are equally suitable. Fr.ening primroses, 
foxgloves. sun. roses, dwarf geraniums, 
phlox, valerian, speedwells of various kinds, 
alvssum. arabis, aubretia, and snow in sum- 
mer are just a few of the many flowers 
wnich one coula choose. The plants which 
flower in antumn should be planted in spring, 
and those flowering in spring should be 
planted in the autumn, so ensuring a con- 
stant show of blossom for the greater part 
of the year

BERLIN, Friday Night. 
LTHOUGH there have been many im- 
A portant occurrences here in the world 
of politics, the earnest manner in 
which. the Government has set itself to face 
the terrible problem of unemployment 
inost striking feature of the week. 
(Government has been wise enough to realise 
the dangeious psvcnological effect of unem- 
ployment. It is obvious that 5,000,000 
strong young men with nothing to do, with 
money, and with unlimited 


practically no 
over their wrongs, are

vontent by extreme Now the 
Crovernment, unable to pay the enormous 
‘dole,’ proposes to pay the unemployed in 
kind, or, to put it. specifically in 
noiatoes and coal. 


HOMES FOR THE WORKLESS 


The Government realises also that the 
accumulation of large group: of the unem 
ployed in the cities is a considerable danger, 
ant a “back to the land” movement is 
suggested as the best solution of the problem 
tiius created. To this end little colonies will 
bs provided in the suburbs for the occupa- 
tion of the workless, as it seems highly 
mnprohable that the burning question of 
unemployment can be quickly solved. One 
concrete example of what the Government 
has done is the opening of a free park in 
the suburbs tor unemploved only, with 
tables and cards provided, where they can 
play to their nearts’ content and keep their 
tcinds off politics and shooting affrays. 


THE WINTER FRONT. 
Apart from this, an appeal has been made 
nation for help to face the 
winter. vegetables and coal 
are asked for in particular. This appeal has 
so far been answered by no fewer than one 
million people. The German 
State Railwavs have offered free transport 
to all such gifts. and the postal authorities 
the same in so far as their bus service can 
deal with it. Even the Army has offered to 
place all its transport conveniences at 
disposal of this new ' army. which 
face and fight what the.

SUSPECT IRISHMEN,

{he feature of Dublin Stock market yester- 


day was the heavy selling of Guinness Units 
on the increased tax on beer. The price 
opened three shillings lower, and in later 
dealings went further down, but a recovery 
set in on some London buying, and the price 
left off at 86s. 101d., a fall of 2s. 7}d. on the 
day. It is too soon to judge of the effect 
of the extra taxation on the dividend outlook 
of such a widespread organisation as the big 
Dublin brewery; but it should not be for- 
gotten that the new impost does not for the 
present, at least, affect the large portion of 
the output disposed of in the Free State. 

The effect of the Budget proposals on Im- 
perial Tobacco was not very marked. The 
shares fell a shilling, but there was no 
pressure to get rid of genuine holdings. For 
the current year now closing, the effect on 
the dividend outlook is negigible, and the 
announcement that no change will at present 
be made in invoice prices to retailers appears 
to point to very little of the extra duty being 
passed on to the consumer. In this case also 
it is too soon to attempt to gauge the effect 
of the change, for the reason that so much 
depends on the reduction in the purchasing 
power of the British public. Therein lies the 
key to the prospects of many big industrial 
undertakings.

BRITISH FUNDS STRONG. 


Dull conditions ruled in practically every 
direction in the London Stock Markets at 
the commencement of business yesterday, 
lower quotations being marked almost every- 
where. Later, however, business hardened 
appreciably in many directions, and strong 
recoveries were effected, and by midday quite 
a cheerful tone prevailed. British Funds pro- 
vided the most striking instance, for, after 
being marked back 4 all round in the early 
hours, buyers came forward, and prices 
advanced sharply; so that at the close quota- 
tions were substantially higher on the day, 
the market closing firm at the improved 
values. Some disappointment was. expressed 
at the absence in the Budget of any reference 
to a protective tariff for the heavy Indus- 
trials, and this was reflected in share quota- 
tions. but otherwise the ‘‘ House " regards 
the- proposals as sound. India stocks had a 
steady appearance. and Australians repeated 
previous levels. There was not a great deal 

assing among Foreign Government stocks, 

ut, apart from German Sevens, which 
dropped a further point to 743, the few 
movements shown were in the upward direc- 
tion, Brazilians and Chinese again moving 
forward. Extremely quiet conditions charac- 
terised British Rails, and prices showed little 
material alteration. Colonial and Foreign 
Rails also wore a neglected appearance, but 
here again values were mostly maintained. 
American Rails, on the other hand, sought 
lower levels in a number of directions. In- 
terest in the Industrial sections generally re- 
mained on modest lines, but, while in some 
directions movements of an adverse character 
were shown, in others substantial apprecia- 
tions were recorded; so that the list of price 
movements returned at the end of business 
made a very uneven showing.

EFFECTS OF THE BUDGET. 

Naturally the financial proposals of the 
Government were much discussed in all 
quarters of the City of London yesterday, 
and as far as could be gathered he com 
sensus of opiniun is that im the circumstances 
they are equitable. dSatisfaction 1s felt that 
no resort has been made to dubious methods 
of increasing present revenue at the 
expense of the future, and it is recog: 
nised -that an earnest endeavour has been 
made to spread the extra burdens as evenly 
as possible. though naturally some aspects of 
tine Chancellor’s speech are criticised. Dis- 
cussion largely centred in the statement 
regarding the conversion of 5 per cent. War 
oan, and some relief was evident that such 
an operation is unlikely until general con- 
ditions have undergone a considerable in- 
provement 


A RISE IN THE FUNDS. 

British Government Stocks opened rather 
dull, but very soon showed a recovery, and 
subsequently this section developed con- 
siderable firmness, ‘possibly because the 
‘previous level of prices had largely antici- 
vated the increase in taxation. The new 
Budget nas apparently created a favourable 
impression abroad, though at one time there 
was some weakness in sterling as quoted in 
certain foreign currencies, and probably it 
was necessary to support the exchanges. 
The Gilt-edged section turned round soon 
after the Government broker came in as a 
Luver of 5 p.c. War Loan, which, after busi- 
ness at nnder 100, rose to 1008 and closed 
at.-100%. In most other directions the tone 
was quite steady, though there were instances 
ef individual weakness, due to particular 
circumstances, notably in the case of Con- 
colidated Goldfields and Rio Tintos in the 
Mining Market.

RE-ASSESSMENT OF MALAYA TIN 
MINES. 

A Kuala Lumpur telegram of yesterday 
states:—It is reported that re-assessment of 
all tin mines in Malaya is now proceeding. 
Considerable dissatisfaction has been caused 
by the statement that the re-assessment Is 
being carried out by the sub-committee of 
the Central Assessment Committee, which 
was constituted by the appellate ‘ody, in- 
stead of by the State Assessmem Com 
mittees. While the assessments b, the 
State Assessment Committee are subjec, to 
appeal, it is feared that it may be impossivle 
to appeal against the re-assessnfent as it is 
being carried out at present. 


HEAVY DROP IN DIAMOND VALUES. 

The average value of diamonds won on the 
alluvial fields of the Western Transvaal in 
June was considerably lower than in May, 
according to official figures quoted by Reuter 
from Cape Town. There has heen a steady 
decline in values since April, when diamonds 
were worth £2 3s. a carat. In May this 
figure went down to £l 18s. 1ld., and the 
returns for June show that gems were, on 
the average, worth only £1 14s. lld. a 
carat. There has thus been a drop in 
values in three months of about 8s., or 20 
per cent. 


AUSTRALIAN WOOL SALES. 

At the first series of wool sales held at 
Adelaide there was a good attendance. 
Thirty thousand bales were offered, of. which 
60 per cent. were sold. Many lines were 
withdrawn owing to the growers’ reluctance 
to meet. the market. The selection was a 
good one, and com etition for all good wools 
was fairly animated, coming principally from 
Japan, Yorkshire and Australian manu- 
facturers. Yorkshire, the . Continent and 
local scourers competed for’ average wools. 
The market was on a par with the rates 
ruling at the recent Sydney sales. The 
highest price realised for greasy merino was 
104d. 


BIG STEEL ORDERS FOR SOUTH 
AFRICA. 

In face of severe Continental competition, 
contracts for 9,500 tons of steel rails and 
fishplates required for the Union of South 
African Railways, says Modern Transport, 
have been awarded to British steel manu- 
facturers. The companies concerned are the 
Cargo Fleet Iron Co., Ltd., of Middles- 
brough; the Lancashire Steel Corporation, 
Ltd., of Warrington, and the United Steel 
Companies, Ltd., of Sheffield. 


AUSTRIAN NATIONAL BANK GOLD 
SALE.
